deeply lamented “Marshal Joseph 
Pilsudski.' Atthough he must have. 
known how near was his end, he 
-never spared himself the burden of 
Inbour snd the immense respon- 
sibilities which ho took upon him- 
self in 1926. But this was to be ex. 
pected of such a man. Pilsudski, 
juggling with’ fate, -accomplished 


| what, in 1914, appeared to Ue im- 


possible; he freed Poland. He 
unified the nation, having shaken 
off the Russian, German aid Aus- 
tro-Hungarian hands which had 
held the greater part of a once 
great country. How much more 
impoasible that task must have 
appeared in 1907 when he secretly 
raised an army against Russia and 
attempted a. revolt nagainst 
mighty neighbour. Revkless he 
may have been; but he had, vision. 
In 1914 he was again ready to 
strike and the declaration of war 
him his opportynity., He 
marched ayainat the armies of the 
Czar with his inconspicuous Polish 
Legion, an army of patriots. Be 
side the troops of yon Hindenburg, 
the Poles fought a flerce war 
against ‘the Ruasians. In 1917 
they knew victory: With the turn 
the Central 
Powers, Pilsudski saw another 
glorious opportunity. Tle had 
freed part of bis country, that por- 
tion which the Russian Czars had 
dominated, and here waa the chance 
to wrest from Germany and Aus- 
tria the Polish lands those nations 
had = appropriated. . The Poles 
fought again. They bad no need 
to tum ‘their coats. They) had 
never been allies of the Germans or 
Austrians, They were fighting 
for a cause of thelr own. It waa 
a bitter time for Poland, with the 
German on the West and, the Red 
Russian on the Enst. Yot they 
conquered. The Treaty ‘of Ver- 
sailes restored their Jong-ldst 
frontiers. Pilsudski was the hero 
of the century; as great as Zobeiski. 
But his work was not ‘ovér. “He 
had yet to turn back tho renewed 
threat of Red Ruasia some years 
lnter, and to seize again the power 
which Paderewski's successors had 
abused. He made himself dictator, 
and there was not a patriot who 
did not applaud him. Nine years 
Inter, on the anniversary of , his 
historic putach, Pilsudski died, his 
task accomplished, his destiny ful- 
filled. It was fitting that he 
the end. The 
meteoric puth he blazed across the 
skies-of -Polgnd-will-not-quickly fade- 
into the night. His name will live 
in history.
